The bodies were contained in four barruis, 
which were left at the office of the American 
Express Company lute on Tuesday ui<;ht, direct 
cd to n party iu Ann Arbor, Michlj(nu, aud were 
sent to the Grand Truuk Depot tu Lu! forwardeit 
with other freight to the poiut of destination.— 
Tlie Company were ignorant from wliencuthoy 
came, who brought them, or what the coutt-uts 
consiitcd ot. 


The barrels were removed to Kraft's Dwid 


21ou«c, ou Huron street, and ou bti!a^ opened, 
In presence! of Coroner Itidnmis, a most horrible 
•iglit presented itself to the bystanders, iMiich 
Ciiubed the blood lo chill in tin; veins of tliOM' 
v, bo were accuitomed to look upon and deal with 
death. One bairel contained the nudt: body of a 


u, apparently fiuveutj'-llve y«am of a^e, with 


white hulr, about live feet tcu inches in height, 
and, when iu the vi^or of life, would probably 
wei^h 180 or TOO pounds. Another tj.irrcl con- 
mined iHo nude remains of a man about foiiy. 
five years of age, dark Imir, eliin whiskers of Ihc 
i>auie color; und the upper lip covered with a 
Ward of eoiue two or three weeks growth. A 
third barrel was occupied by thu nude bodies of 
a Jtmialc ui>d a new born babe; it is thought from 
appearances that the former died g'Ti"£ birth to 
thchittvr. Thu mother was, when in life, a fair 
sized woman, about thirty y«irs of asje, about 
1-jO pounds weight, brown hair aud had lost a tooth 
on the left side of the tipper jaw, next to thu 
front teeth, and commonly called the laniary or 
dog teeth. The fourth b.irrcl contained the body 
of a small sized female, also iu a nude state, 
about forty years of age, brown hair, cut or crop- 
ped close to the head, very much emaciated, nod 
who had apparently died of consumption. This 
body was too uniall to Oil the barrel for transpor- 
tation, und w;ts filled with corn shucks. 


Tlie bodies were packed Into the barrels in a 


molt uulteling and brutal rnauner, the knees 
bciu^ doubled up to the breast and the heads 
roughly cramim-d between the knees. At first 
Dr. llichai da t liouj-ht thu barrels had been 
brought from New York, but when the barrel 
containing the body of the small noman was 
opened, and tb'e material of the packiug was 
ascertained, It w:id evident that they had been 
packed in the vicinity of Buffalo. 
It was appa 


rent that the bodies had not been dead over n 
week or ten days. There was no offensive sine! 
from them, nnd no Mgns of mortification, except 
in tlm body of tbe mother of the babe, which 
showed some evidence of inflammation, of the 


TheCoioncr wae cf* the opinion that none of 


the bodies had been bui led, but the lookers-on 
could not be made to believe but that it was s.
